Media Mistake 

In the rush to report the Supreme 
Court’s health-care decision on 
Thursday, CNN and Fox News 
Channel initially got the ruling 
wrong, briefly worrying President 
Obama and reminding journal- 
ists that accuracy trumps speed. 
It was an excruciating test for re- 
porters, who received a 59-page 
ruling and were asked to report 
its meaning almost instantly. The 
inaccurate reports were Obama’s 
first news of the decision, though 
moments later, an official in- 
formed him of the correct story. 
CNN apologized for the error, but 
a Fox executive said, “Fox report- 
ed the facts, as they came in.’’ (ap) 


Landmark ruling 
deems individual 
mandate is a tax 
Congress may levy 

Washington 

America’s historic health-care over- 
haul, certain now to touch virtual- 
ly every citizen’s life, narrowly sur- 
vived an election-year battle at the 
Supreme Court on Thursday with 
the improbable help of conservative 
Chief Justice John Roberts. 

Roberts’ vote, along with those 
of the court’s four liberal justices, 
preserved the largest expansion 
of the nation’s social safety net in 
more than 45 years, including the 
hotly debated core requirement that 
nearly everyone have health insur- 
ance or pay a penalty. 

The decision meant the huge 
overhaul, still taking effect, could 
proceed and pick up momentum 
over the next several years, with 
an impact on the way that count- 


How the Supreme Court Ruled 


The Supreme Court’s 5-4 ruling upheld the law's core: the individual 
mandate, which requires all Americans to have health insurance by 2014. 

INDIVIDUAL MANDATE 

Is law’s penalty equivalent to a tax that therefore, under the Anti- 
Injunction Act, can’t be challenged until it’s levied? YES and NO 

In voting to uphold the mandate, the justices ruled that a penalty for refusing to 
obtain health insurance amounts to a tax. Butthe court did not accept that the 
Anti-Injunction Act precludes a decision on the health-care law. 

Is the law’s individual mandate constitutional? YES 

The court ruled that Congress “has the power to impose" the individual 
mandate under its taxing authority. The provision "need not be read to do more 
than impose a tax," the majority opinion said. "This is sufficient to sustain it." 

MEDICAID EXPANSION 

Is the law’s provision expanding Medicaid to cover a greater share of 
the poor constitutional? YES, but • • • 

The courtfound thatthe law’s expansion of Medicaid can move forward, but 
not its provision that threatens to cut states’ existing Medicaid funding if states 
did not comply with the expansion. It raises questions as to how effectively the 
federal government will be able to implement the program’s expansion, (twp) 


What*sNext? 

Carrying out the law will be a scramble for states, especially GOP-led ones 
where officials had hoped this day wouldn’t come. House GOP leaders pledged 
a repeal vote on July 11, though its chances appear much slimmer. Still, a tar- 
geted repeal aimed at individual components of the law may work, (ap)

less Americans receive and pay for 
their personal medical care. 

Demonstrators crowded out- 
side the court as Roberts read the 
opinion allowing the law to go for- 
ward, explaining the court’s view 
of the insurance mandate as a valid 
exercise of Congress’ authority to 
levy taxes. 

“Because the Constitution per- 
mits such a tax, it is not our role to 
forbid it, or to pass upon its wisdom 
or fairness,” Roberts said. 

Justices Samuel Alito, Anthony 
Kennedy, Antonin Scalia and Clar- 
ence Thomas dissented in a joint 
statement, saying the law “exceeds 
federal power both in mandating 
the purchase of health insurance 
and in denying non-consenting 
states all Medicaid funding.” 

Stocks of hospital companies 
rose and some insurance compa- 
nies fell after the ruling, which is 
by no means the last word on health 
care. Experts expect costs to keep 
rising, meaning that lawmakers 
will have to revisit the issue per- 
haps as early as next year, (ap) 


Court Tosses 
Stolen Valor 
Act, Citing 
Free Speech 


Washington 

The Supreme Court on Thursday 
struck down a federal law mak- 
ing it a crime to lie about receiv- 
ing the Medal of Honor and other 
prized military awards, with jus- 
tices branding the false claim “con- 
temptible” but nonetheless protect- 
ed by the First Amendment. 

The court voted, 6-3, in favor of 
Xavier Alvarez, who falsely said he 
was a decorated war veteran and 
had pleaded guilty to violating 
the 2006 law, known as the Sto- 
len Valor Act. The law was aimed 
at people making phony claims of 
heroism in battle. 

It long has been a federal crime 
to wear unearned medals, but mere 
claims of being decorated were 
beyond the reach of law enforce- 
ment. The government had defend- 
ed the Stolen Valor Act as necessary 
to solve that problem and to pun- 
ish impostors to protect the integ- 
rity of military medals. 

Civil liberties groups, writers, 
publishers and news media outlets 
told the justices they worried that 
the law, and especially the admin- 
istration’s defense of it, could lead 
to more attempts by government 
to regulate speech, (ap)

Lawmakers Find Holder 
In Contempt of Congress 


Washington 

Attorney General Eric Holder on 
Thursday became the first sitting 
Cabinet member held in contempt 
of Congress, a rebuke pushed by 
Republicans seeking to unearth the 
facts behind a bungled gun-track- 
ing operation and dismissed by most 
Democrats as a political stunt. 

The vote was 255-67, with more 
than 100 Democrats boycotting. 

African-American lawmakers 
led the walkout as members filed 
up the aisle and out of the cham- 
ber to protest the action against 
Holder, who is the nation’s first 
black attorney general. Democrat- 


ic leader Nancy Pelosi of California 
joined the boycott, saying Repub- 
licans had gone “over the edge” in 
their partisanship. 

Seventeen Democrats voted with 
Republicans in favor of the contempt 
vote, while two Republicans — Reps. 
Scott Rigell of Virginia and Steven 
LaTourette of Ohio — joined Dem- 
ocrats in voting no. 

The National Rifle Association 
pressed hard for the contempt res- 
olution, leaning on members of 
both parties who want to stay in 
the NRA’s good graces. Holder 
said afterward the vote was mere- 
ly a politically motivated act in an 
election year, (ap)

Spree of Attacks Kills 22 

Bombings and shootings around Iraq 
killed 22 people and wounded more 
than 50 others, officials said Thursday, 
as a spike in violence made June Iraq’s 
bloodiest month in almost half a year. 
More than 200 Iraqis have been killed in 
attacks over the past month, (ap) 

LONDON 

Police: 2 U.K. Men Held 
As Terror Suspects 

London police detained two British 
Muslim converts on suspicion of terror 
offenses Thursday, a U.K. security of- 
ficial said, but it wasn’t clear whether 
the arrests were related to the upcom- 
ing Olympic Games. Security is tight 
ahead of the Olympics, which begin 
July 27. (AP) 

QUETTA, PAKISTAN 

Militants Kill 10 Shiites 

Suspected Sunni Muslim militants at- 
tacked a bus carrying Shiite pilgrims in 
southwest Pakistan, killing at least 10 
people, officials said Thursday. Sepa- 
rately, a roadside bomb hit a paramilitary 
convoy in the country’s northwest, killing 
seven soldiers, officials said, (ap)

A bomb exploded in central Damascus Thursday near a busy market and 
the country’s main justice complex, wounding at least three people. It was not 
clear who was behind the attack, though the government blamed it on terror- 
ists — the term it uses to describe rebels. The country has been hit by a wave 
of explosions in recent months, killing dozens of people. Last month, an explo- 
sion targeted a military intelligence compound south of Damascus, killing 55 
people. It was Syria’s deadliest blast, (ap) 


Buildup continues 
to increase tensions 
between ex-allies 

Beirut 

Turkey deployed anti-aircraft guns, 
rocket launchers and other weap- 
ons along its border with Syria on 
Thursday, a military buildup that 
came as world powers showed new 
urgency to resolve the crisis before 
it ignites the region. 

President Bashar Assad told 
Iranian state TV Thursday that 
his country still supports him, and 
he warned that any intervention in 
Syria will cause a “domino” effect 
in the region. He has given similar 
warnings before, saying the entire 
Middle East will go up in flames if 
others meddle. 

Turkey, a former ally of Syria, 
has become one of the strongest 
critics of the Assad regime, and 
tensions between the two coun- 
tries spiked following the down- 
ing of a Turkish military plane 
last week. 

Ties between Turkey and Syria 


have not been this low since the late 
1990s, when the neighbors almost 
went to war. Now, Turkey is host- 
ing civilian opposition groups as 


well as hundreds of military defec- 
tors who are affiliated with the 
rebel Free Syrian Army. 

Syria insists the Turkish mil- 


itary jet it shot down on June 22 
had violated its airspace. Turkey 
says the jet had unintentionally 
strayed into Syria’s airspace and 
was inside international airspace 
when it was brought down over the 
Mediterranean by Syria. 

The search for two missing 
pilots continued in Syrian waters 
but hopes for their survival are dim, 
Turkish authorities said. 

World powers will meet Satur- 
day in Geneva for talks on Syria, 
but few observers expect a major 
breakthrough. Syria has the pro- 
tection of Russia, a veto-wielding 
member of the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil, and has so far been impervious 
to international pressure. 

In his remarks Thursday to Ira- 
nian TV, Assad praised Russia, 
China — and Iran — for support- 
ing his country and “defending 
tranquility in the region.” 

Much of the violence that has 
gripped Syria since the uprising 
began in March 2011 has been 
sanctioned by Assad’s govern- 
ment to crush dissent. Activists say 
more than 14,000 people have been

EU Leaders Gather to Seek Path Out of Debt Crisis 


Brussels 

European leaders agree more needs 
to be done to stimulate growth 
and regulate banks, though sharp 
divisions remain over the issue 
of pooling government debt as a 
way to ease the continent’s finan- 
cial crisis. 

At the start of a two -day EU 
summit, European Commission- 
er for Economic Affairs Olli Rehn 
signaled that leaders would likely 
agree on $161 billion in spending 
geared toward job creation, as well 


Option Shelved? 

Germany's Angela Merkel has 

rejected the most obvious way of 
reducing borrowing costs for the 
southern European countries: by is- 
suing “eurobonds," or debt backed 
by all countries. As the biggest 
economy among the 17 eurozone 
countries, Germany would have to 
bearthe brunt of the debt. European 
Parliament President Martin Schulz 
on Thursday called the idea a “non- 
issue" due to Merkel’s stance, (ap) 


as some new measures that might 
reassure investors that Spain and 
Italy will be able to manage their 
debts. 

“I expect that there will be a 
decision on a further step toward 
rebuilding the economic and mon- 
etary union,” Rehn said before the 
summit began. 

Investors are looking for signs 
of a clear strategy to deal with the 
crisis, which is weakening econo- 
mies across Europe. They are not 
hopeful, though, and sold off stocks 
across Europe on Thursday, (ap)

A Life Derailed 


For the past two years, I have devoted a 
remarkable amount of my life to the mastery of 
the MARC train from Baltimore. I can recite almost 
the entire Penn Line schedule from memory.

Census shows boom 
in suburbs slows for 
first time in deeades 

Washington 

The District and some of its suburbs 
are gaining residents at a quick- 
er pace now than in the previous 
decade, according to new census 
statistics that show most big cit- 
ies in the country growing faster 
than the suburbs for the first time 
in decades. 

The estimates show that in 
just 15 months after the census 
was taken in April 2010, the Dis- 


trict gained more than 16,000 
residents, a growth of 2.7 percent 
that brought the city within pass- 
ing distance of nearby Baltimore, 
the next most-populous city in the 
country. That’s more than half as 
many new residents as the District 
gained in the entire decade of the 
2000s, and it makes the District 
one of the fastest-growing cities 
in the United States. 

Although the District is draw- 
ing the biggest number of new res- 
idents, Leesburg, Gaithersburg 
and Rockville were among sever- 
al smaller cities and towns in the 
region that experienced outsized 
percentage gains in the census

population estimates pegged to the 
middle of last year. Alexandria was 
singled out as one of the fastest- 
growing large cities in the coun- 
try on a list otherwise dominated 
by places in Texas, although Alex- 
andria officials disagreed, calling 
the growth solid but steady. 

William H. Frey, a demographer 
with the Brookings Institution, 


said the phenomenon of big-city 
growth exceeding suburban growth 
points to an urban renaissance in 
the short term. He cautioned that 
although it might reverse when the 
suburban housing market picks up 
again, city growth is likely to con- 
tinue in cities such as the District, 
Denver, Seattle and Austin. 

“They’re all magnets for young 
people,” he said. “There’s a There’ 
there. These are places that have 
attractive urban environments, 
with amenities as well as jobs. 
Young people can have a life there; 
they’re not just daytime cities.”

Obama Wins the Day 


GOP will aim to use 
court’s health-care 
ruling to energize 
base for November 

Washington 

President Obama won a major legal 
victory in the Supreme Court on Thurs- 
day. The question now is whether Mitt 
Romney and the Republicans can 
translate the court’s decision on the 
challenge to the Affordable Care Act 
into a political victory in November. 

Republicans were clearly antici- 
pating a different decision. All their 
rhetoric, all their body language and 
all their preparations were based on 
the assumption the court would deal 
a significant setback to the president, 
at a minimum by striking down the 
individual mandate. After all, it was 
Republican leaders — strategists — 
warning their colleagues this week 
not to gloat once the court ruled. 

Instead it was the White House and 
the Democrats who carried the day. For 
Obama, the decision helps to secure a 
political legacy for having enacted — 
against united Republican opposition 
— the most sweeping piece of social 
legislation since Medicare and Med- 
icaid almost half a century ago.

But the decision gives Obama a 
fresh opportunity to sell his health- 
care law, something he and the White 
House have failed to do effectively 
over the course of his presidency. His 
remarks after the court ruling focused 
almost exclusively on how the changes 
in the law will make health-care cover- 
age more secure for all Americans. 

There was clear surprise over the 
decision. But the dynamics of the 
political debate were not significant- 
ly changed by court’s action. 

Republicans will attempt to stoke 
anger on the right by asserting that 
the only way to change what they 
don’t like about the health-care law is 
by defeating Obama in November. 

Obamacare has been a powerful 
motivating force among grass-roots 


conservatives and will probably con- 
tinue to be one after Thursday’s rul- 
ing. Republicans believe that they have 
several potent arguments at their dis- 
posal. The first is that the health-care 
law now represents a huge tax increase 
on the American people, an argu- 
ment GOP strategists quickly seized 
on. The second, one long used by con- 
servatives, is that the law remains an 
overreach by Obama and an unac- 
ceptable expansion of power for the 
federal government. 


Strategist Terry Holt summed up 
the Republican reaction to the rul- 
ing in an email: “What an accom- 
plishment for Obama,” he said. “He 
is author of the most massive new tax 
in American history. And for what? 
To finance an unpopular law that 
threatens the quality of heath care 
for millions of American seniors. This 
will galvanize the right and leave the 
center of the Democratic Party to the 
mercy of an angry electorate.” dan balz

Nadal’s demeanor grew glum as 
the match progressed, and in the 
third set, he bumped into Rosol as 
they crossed to reach their chairs 
for a break. 

“He wanted to take my concen- 
tration,” Rosol said. “That’s OK. I 
knew he would try something, but 
I was concentrating.”

The 26-year-old Rosol remained 
focused to the finish, earning the 
biggest win of his career while play- 
ing in Wimbledon’s main draw for 
the first time.

At No. 100, Rosol is the lowest- 
ranked player to beat Nadal in a 
Grand Slam tournament.

Hot Hoods 

It’s Thursday evening, and Laneyse 
Hooks, 54, climbs the stairs to her 
roof deck, where she grows corn 
and other vegetables, along with 
a variety of potted flowers. 

Below, water laps at the base of 
her house, as the ebb and flow of 
the Washington Channel washes 
past the boats that the residents of a 


small community along Southwest 
D.C.’s waterfront call home. 

“Our boat is basically like a 
condo floating on a barge,” says 
Hooks of the one-bedroom, one- 
bath vessel she shares with her 
husband and cat, for which they 
paid around $150,000. They 
named their well-lit housebarge 
Our Island. 

Hooks is a native of Seattle, 
where houseboats are a common 
sight. She was drawn to D.C.’s 
Gangplank Marina, a community 
of houseboats that is the largest on 
the East Coast. 

Visitors to the Southwest 


Waterfront can’t miss the marina, 
which stretches for a third of a mile 
along the waterfront, downstream 
from the Maine Avenue Fish Market 
and across from Arena Stage. 

Of the Gangplank’s 264 slips, 
92 are occupied by houseboats — 
also known as liveaboards. The fact 
that some people call the marina 
home barely registers with the 
District’s landlubbers. Not only 
do the majority of the houseboats 
not look like houses (most appear 
to be normal, recreational vessels, 
unlike Hooks’ housebarge), but the 
underdeveloped businesses along 
the riverfront — a hotel and a few

restaurants — are ill-frequented 
by Washingtonians. 

“I can’t believe it when I’m down 
here on a day like this,” Hooks says. 
“Look at it, it’s deserted.” 

As evening arrives. Gangplank 
residents gather to grill and chat. 
The Mighty Seacocks, a rock duo 
composed of houseboaters, strikes 
up a round of covers on the bow of 
a boat across from Hooks’. 

The residents of the marina are 
diverse in nearly every way — age, 
political outlook, socioeconomic 
status, race and profession. But 
a busy calendar of parties and 
events has made a tight-knit 
community out of this group. 
Tonight’s happy hour is a weekly 
event: It’s held every Thursday, 
often on the marina’s own party 
barge. On Sunday mornings, 
residents congregate, breakfast 


foods in hand, for Captain’s Coffee, 
an informal gathering on a small 
barge at the front of the marina or 
in someone’s houseboat. 

“It’s a great social exchange. 


but it’s also really nice when you’re 
trying to work on your boat and you 
need advice,” says Jason Kopp, 32, 
who’s lived at the marina for four 
and a half years. 


“We actually depend on each 
other so much to help out with 
so many different things,” Kopp 
says. 

It might be hard to guess that 
Kopp, now the president of the 
Gangplank Slipholders Association, 
had little experience with boats 
when he found his 40 -foot-long 
vessel, the Argo, on Craigslist. 
He paid approximately $48,000 
for it in 2007. Now, he pays a 
monthly slip fee of $10 to $15 per 
foot of length, along with a $150 


liveaboard fee. 

In the past few years, the 
number of liveaboard slips, which 
had been capped at 100, has slipped 
to 92 under a policy that says when 
a houseboat leaves the Gangplank, 
the liveaboard slip converts to 
recreational use. New residents 
can move in if they purchase an 
existing houseboat. 

Many of the houseboats are 
capable of navigating the Potomac 
River or the Chesapeake Bay.

Laura Rear McLaughlin, 33, and 
her husband, John McLaughlin, 
35, purchased their three- 
bedroom, 2.5-bath, 47-foot Atlantic 
Motoryacht in Connecticut. The 
couple, both of whom work for the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, cruised it from 
there to its new home at the 
Gangplank, where it replaced their 
previous, smaller vessel. 

The boat, named Panacea, is 
spacious, with room enough to 
start a family. Of the three bed- 
rooms, two are the size of walk-in 
closets, while the master offers a lit- 
tle more space. The walls are made 
of teak, which gives the interior a 
nautical feel. Panacea came with 
furniture optimized for boat liv- 
ing, including a kitchen table that 
can be turned into a bed. 

It also has a washer and dryer. 
“We don’t have to use the marina 
laundry room anymore,” Rear 
McLaughlin says.

The marina’s shared laundry 
facility, which also has restrooms 
and showers, can become critical in 
winter, when many liveaboarders 
shrink wrap the exterior of their 
boats because of poor insulation. 
Removing sewage from the boats 
is impossible in freezing weather, 
so residents sometimes walk up to 
a third of a mile to use the shared 
baths, if only on the coldest days. 

During pleasant weather, Diane 
Jones, 48, employed in regulato- 
ry affairs, sometimes works from 
the bow of her 3 6 -foot catamaran 
sailboat, Concatamer 11. She and 
her husband paid approximate- 


ly $180,000 to live in the tight 
but sailable quarters. Its two bed- 
rooms feel more like closets, with 
beds that tuck away to create more 
floor space. 

“You have to really love your 
spouse, and you have to really like 
each other, too, because there is no 
alone time,” she says. 

The same holds true for the 
marina at large. 

As Laneyse Hooks takes in the 
evening amid her flowers and small 
plot of corn, the amped guitar and 
vocals belt from the neighboring 
bow, across the dock. 

Inaudible, distant traffic on 
the 14th Street bridge races by 
upstream near D.C.’s iconic Fish 
Market. Farther north, the Wash- 
ington Monument pokes above the 
rooftops of federal buildings. 

On the riverfront, jazzy tin- 
kling from a Thursday evening out- 
door farmers market and concert 
put on by The Wharf is drowned 
out by distance as the Gangplank 
rocks out to its own funky tune.

Marina Faces an 
Uncertain Future 


A new development 
could change life 
along the waterfront 

In the first quarter of 2013, con- 
struction on expansive new devel- 
opment The Wharf is slated to 
change the face of the Southwest 
Waterfront. 

Developer Hoffman-Madison 
Waterfront plans to rehabilitate 
the underdeveloped and underused 
stretch with a $2 billion mixed-use 
development. It will include res- 
idential, retail and office build- 
ings, plus park, cultural and pub- 
lic pier spaces. 

No community stands to gain 
or lose more than the Gangplank. 
It’s home to the only Southwest 
residents in the direct path of con- 
struction, which is scheduled to 
begin at the marina around 2016. 
It’s not just the slips and docks that 
will be revamped. Lighting in the 
marina and the communal bath- 
room and shower facilities will get 
a makeover. 

“We’ve made a commitment to 
maintain existing slipholders in the 
Gangplank,” says Shawn Seaman, 
project director for Hoffman-Mad- 
ison Waterfront.

“I hope we’ll be able to keep the 


same diversity of boats and people 
that are in the marina right now,” 
says Jason Kopp, president of the 
Gangplank Slipholders Associ- 
ation, pointing out not only the 
range of residents but also ves- 
sels, from barges to motorboats, 
that call the marina home. Current 
residents are concerned about pos-

sible changes in the price of rent- 
ing a slip and about how new res- 
idents will be allowed to enter the 
community.

D.C/S Pricing Problem 


Low-cost homes 
are becoming scarce 
inside the Beltway 


House Hunting 

On a recent Sunday, David Alber- 
sheim and Andrea Cohen were 
again hunting for their first home, 
preferably a house near a Metro sta- 
tion for less than $400,000. 

So at $450,000, the rowhouse 
they looked at cost more than they 
wanted to pay. 

The pair already had looked at 
dozens of properties, and in the 
process, they uncovered an all-too-

common problem for homebuyers 
in the District and inner suburbs: 
There are too few houses available 
in the less-than-$400,000 price 
range, as low mortgage rates and 
high rents have pushed demand 
higher. 

“It’s very difficult to get a house 
in a desirable neighborhood for 
less than $400,000,” said Andrew 
Riguzzi, a managing partner at 
D.C. Real Estate. 

Albersheim and Cohen had 
adjusted their price range up slight- 
ly and their aesthetic expectations 
down. “Most of these houses need 
too much work put into them,” 
Albersheim said. “And yet they 
think they can charge whatever 
they want because the D.C. market 
is, you know, hot, hot, hot.” 

Even though there’s a glut of 
homes throughout parts of the 
country, the D.C. region seems to 
have the opposite problem, espe- 
cially in the lower price ranges. 

Of the 30,000 active listings 
on the market in late April, about 
20,000 were priced below $400,000 
— a 30 percent drop from this time 
last year, according to regional sales 
data analyzed by the real estate 
company Redfin. 

Many outer suburbs still have 
plenty of houses in the lower price 
ranges. But less-expensive homes 
are very hard to find closer to D.C., 
where Redfin counts only 862 list- 
ings for less than $350,000. 

So how did it get this way? As 
John Heithaus, chief marketing 
officer at MRIS, describes it, it 
was a “perfect storm” of economic 
issues and policy decisions. 

Development slowed during 
the recession. Meanwhile, in 2011, 
D.C. enacted legislation requiring 


mediation for all foreclosures — a 
process that stalls the foreclosure 
process and, according to some 
experts, keeps the number of avail- 
able foreclosed houses at artificial- 
ly low levels. 

Hung over from the housing 
crisis, some homeowners remain 
reluctant to list their homes, said 
Trish Szego, president of the Vir- 
ginia Association of Realtors. 

On the demand side, the Dis- 
trict’s population grew by more 
than 5 percent during the past 
decade. While rents continue to 
rise, mortgage rates remain incred- 
ibly low, hovering near 4 percent for 
a 30-year. On top of that, the D.C. 
first-time homebuyer tax credit 
gave a boost toward homeowner- 
ship for those on the fence.

Cheaper homes sell faster, 
too: Homes in the $300,000 to 
$400,000 price range were on the 
market for a median of 35 days in 
March, as compared with 41 for all 
listings, according to Real Estate 
Business Intelligence. 

“The day we go out looking 
at properties, you have to be pre- 
pared to put down an offer that 
day,” Riguzzi said. “If you’re not, 
there’s no sense in looking.” 

Albersheim and Cohen didn’t 
get the rowhouse. They said they 
plan to keep looking. 

“It’s frustrating because I feel 
like I’m wasting time looking for 
houses every Sunday,” Cohen said. 
“I do have faith that we’ll even- 
tually find the right one, though. 
I’m trying to stay optimistic.”

Apartment buildings find 
ways to appeal to those 
who ride on two wheels 


Lifestyle 

Finding a bike-friendly apartment building 
was important to Judy Payne, an e-business 
adviser for USAID, when she sought out a 
new home last year. She set her sights on 
Arlington County, which, according to the 


League of American Bicyclists, is a great area 
for getting around on two wheels. 

Payne, 65, chose Crescent (2121 N. 
Westmoreland St., Arlington, 866-823-6119, 
Crescentva.com), an apartment building that 
straddles the border of Arlington and Falls 
Church. As a recreational cyclist, she loves 
that the building is located next to the W&OD 
Trail, which runs 45 miles from Shirlington to 
Purcellville in Virginia. “I can get to the bike 
trail easier than I can get to the road,” Payne 
says. “It’s just so durn convenient!” 


In a crowded marketplace, apartment 
buildings in the D.C. area can stand out by 
offering bike amenities that complement the 
region’s improved bike lanes and trails and 
rapidly increasing ridership. The District 
— recently named the fourth-most-bike- 
friendly U.S. city by Bicycling Magazine, up 
nine spots in just one year — and Arlington 
County are both leading the way. Nearby 
areas including Fairfax County are learning 
from those examples and developing plans 
to become more bike friendly, too. 


Crescent has a room in the garage 
with storage for up to 200 bikes. It offers 
complimentary loaners to residents, which 
some tenants use for their daily commutes. 
In addition, Tri360, a swim/bike/run shop, 
is set to open in the building this summer, so 
residents will be able to stock up on gear as 
well as bring their bikes for a tune-up. 

Sang Park, a vice president at Vornado/ 
Charles E. Smith realty company, which 
oversees apartment buildings including 
RiverHouse in Pentagon City (1400 S. Joyce

St., Arlington, 888-217-8530, 
riverhouseapts.com) and 220 
Twentieth Street in Crystal City 
(220 S. 20th St., Arlington, 888- 
769-6855, 220living.com), works 
hard to give residents what they 
want. And what they want are 
bicycle perks. 

Based on tenant feedback. Park 
is looking into creating an in-house 
bike repair room in RiverHouse. 
He also hopes to put wall-mounted 
bike clips in individual units in 
both of his properties. Even though 
his buildings already offer secure 
bike rooms. Park knows that 
many people prefer to store bikes 
in their entryway or living room 
and wants to offer a dedicated 
space to do so. 

Crystal City, Va., which is only 
a few miles from the District and 
offers easy access to the Mt. Vernon 
Trail, was the first part of Arlington 
to offer Capital Bikeshare. The 
Bikeshare program lets riders pay a 
small fee to check out a bicycle from 
one station, then return it to any one 
of more than 150 stations. 

The area has another bike- 
sharing option: the Revolution 
Cycles City Hub. Anyone who lives 
or works in Crystal City can pay a 
one-time fee to have access to bikes 
and helmets from Revolution Cycles 
(Revolutioncycles.com) for three 
hours each day. Because the City 
Hub is in the 220 Twentieth Street 
apartment building, those residents 
have free access to the program. 

In the District, the NoMa 
neighborhood stands out for 
cyclists. Robin-Eve Jasper, president

The neighborhood offers six 
Capital Bikeshare locations as well 
as Bikestation (Bikestation.com) — 
an indoor facility at Union Station 
with storage for up to 100 bikes, 
along with repairs, rentals, retail 
sales, changing rooms and lockers. 
In addition to all of this, NoMa will 
soon be adding four new outdoor 
racks with air pumps. 

Eirst and M (1160 First St. NE,

Archstoneapartments.com), a newer 
apartment building in NoMa, offers 
what it has dubbed the Wheelhouse, 
a bike-repair room stocked with 
tools. 

For those who would rather 
leave the tune-ups to the pros, the

BicycleSPACE to offer “BikeSPA” 
days, during which residents can 
drop off their bikes in the morning 
and get them after work tuned up 
and ready to ride. 

The farther you get outside the 
District, the tougher it can be to find 
bike-friendly neighborhoods. 

“Living in the suburbs is 
harder,” says Jessica Abbazio, 28, 
a University of Maryland graduate 
student and triathlete who moved 
to Annandale in 2009 after renting 
in Foggy Bottom for two years. 
“You often have to drive your car 
somewhere to bike.” 

Bruce Wright, chairman of Fair- 
fax Advocates for Better Bicycling 
(Fabb-bikes.org), which promotes 
bicycling for transportation and for 
fun, agrees: There are great places 
to ride, but they’re not well-connect- 
ed.

developing a master plan for bicy- 
cling. While it will likely take years 
for Fairfax residents to see major 
changes, incremental improve- 
ments — such as new bike lanes — 
are already happening.

region’s main advocacy group for 
better and safer cycling. Capital 
Bikeshare stations are coming to 
lower Montgomery County in the 
next year. 

The question remains: Are bike 
amenities merely perks for renters, 
or do they signal a shift in the way 
people get around?

Film Review 

A mellow, low-slung charm propels 
“Magic Mike,” Steven Soderbergh’s 
film starring Channing Tatum as a 
male stripper that is partly based on 
Tatum’s real-life experience. What 
might have been a hysterically 
pitched version of “Fifty Shades of 
Grey” or a gritty expose of a seamy 
underworld instead is gratifyingly 
underplayed. It’s a balanced blend of 
comedy, drama and athletic danc- 
ing that plies its trade with wink- 
ing, unforced self-assurance. 

In the parlance of the trade: 
“Magic Mike” makes it rain but 
never looks like it’s working hard 
for the money. 

Tatum plays the title charac- 
ter, now in his 30s, who for years 


has been a headline act at a Tampa 
strip club called Xquisite but who is 
ready to strike out on his own in a 
custom-furniture business. When 
Mike meets a 19 -year-old college 
dropout named Adam (Alex Pet- 
tyfer), Mike takes the young man 
under his wing and introduces him 
to the easy money, flowing booze 
and nonstop booty calls of his life- 
style. Soon, Adam — nicknamed 
“The Kid” by Xquisite’s seedy owner 
Dallas (played with delicious, drawl- 
ing oiliness by Matthew McCon- 
aughey) — is bumping, vamping 
and fondling his nether regions with 
the rest of Mike’s posse, a collection 
of mild-mannered guys who are as 
comfortable with pancake makeup 
and waxing as they are with the 
pumps they use to enhance their 
natural gifts. 

“Magic Mike,” which was writ- 
ten by Tatum’s producing partner 
Reid Carolin, is a lightweight film 
that, like its protagonists, is only 
out for a good time. It tells a sim-

pie story — some might say classic, 
some might say hackneyed — of a 
young man finding himself, an older 
mentor reconsidering his life and 
discovering love, and the enduring 
power of a buff-and-bronzed hottie 
gyrating in a spangled codpiece. No 
moralizing, no deeper meanings — 
just a good, old-fashioned cinemat- 
ic hen party, like “Mamma Mia!” 
with six-pack abs and the flash of 
a well-dimpled tush. 

The screaming, dollar-bill-wav- 
ing women who comprise Mike’s 
devoted audience are never treated 
with contempt or scorn in “Magic 
Mike,” nor are the sleazy but essen- 
tially decent dudes he bro’s-out with. 
And Mike himself — as portrayed in 
a wonderfully playful, spontaneous 
performance by Tatum — proves a 
not just watchable but worthy cen- 
tral character, whether he’s pursuing 
Adam’s sister Brooke (Cody Horn) 
or dropping trou on stage. 

Not surprisingly, those sequenc- 
es are the standout scenes in “Magic 
Mike,” when Tatum’s dancing 
prowess comes to dazzling light in 
a series of athletic, sinuous moves 
ranging from pop-and-locks, slides 
and back flips to the more sexual- 
ly evocative gestures of classic bur- 
lesque. Showing the same brand of 
self-deprecating comedy that made 
his “21 Jump Street” performance 
such a good-natured surprise, 
Tatum here gently mocks his one- 
time career and honors it by giving 
it everything he’s got — which is 
quite a bit, it turns out. Tatum’s own 
understanding of discipline, focus 
and entertainment value infuses an 
otherwise campy enterprise with 
improbable nobility. 

“Magic Mike” may not work 
hard for the money, but its star 
does, and his diligence pays off 
in ways that even the most gen- 
erous G-string can’t contain.

It’s a torrid summer day in New 
York, but the lobby of a well-appoint- 
ed Park Avenue building has an 
immediate cooling effect, its mar- 
ble corridors keeping the heat at 
bay through the sheer force of 
good taste. 

Down a side hall, a sign on a 
nondescript door reads “Manhattan 
Film Center” and behind that door 
lies a room crowded with FedEx 
boxes, bursting file cabinets and the 
banal detritus of creativity’s busi- 
ness end. The only clues pointing 
to the identity of the occupant are a 
“Mighty Aphrodite” poster, a book 
about Fellini and a khaki bucket hat 
that sits poised on a bookshelf, wait- 
ing to be joined with a pair of equal- 
ly iconic black eyeglasses. 

And then, there they are — the 
glasses and the quiet, soft-spoken 
man behind them. Woody Allen 
beckons a visitor to join him in a 


big, sparsely furnished room painted 
brown. “I was looking for a screen- 
ing room to screen movies for plea- 
sure,” he explains. “I didn’t want it at 
my house, because I figured people 
would never leave. So I put it here. 
And then I found that I could actu- 
ally edit [in] a room next door. So 
it’s great — we edit the film in there, 
put it on screen, look at it, hate it, 
and bring it back in there and re- 


Not Worth 
The Trip 
To Rome’ 

Somewhere in “To Rome With Love" 
there is a real movie, but it’s hard to 
find in all the mess (which, despite 
everything, is actually funny from 
time to time). The best of the many 
subplots involves Jesse Eisenberg's 
Jack, a nebbish torn between his live- 
in girlfriend, Sally (Greta Gerwig), and 
her visiting best friend, Monica (Ellen 
Page).

At 76 , Allen is relaxed and in 
good shape, dressed in uniform- 
like khakis and matching beige 
button-down shirt. His new film, 
“To Rome With Love” — an omni- 
bus of four intercut stories that take 
place at the same time in the title 
city — co-stars Jesse Eisenberg as a 
young architecture student, Rober- 
to Benigni as a man who becomes 
an overnight reality TV star and, 
for the first time in six years, Allen

fully miscast as a sexpot Hollywood 
actress. The story works for one rea- 
son, and one reason only: Alec Bald- 
win as John, a middle-age architect 
who once lived in the same apartment 
that Jack and Sally now occupy.

himself He plays a retired opera 
producer who, when he arrives in 
Rome to meet his daughter’s fian- 
ce, discovers a gifted tenor who can 
only sing in the shower. 

“I finished writing the script 
and saw that there was a part I 
could play,” Allen says, explain- 
ing his return to the screen after a 
half-decade hiatus. “I never force it. 
I never write something for myself 
... If I had made [this picture] in the 
United States, I could have played 
Roberto Benigni’s part. ... If I was 50 
years younger, I would have played 
Jesse’s part. Right now. I’m reduced 
to fathers of fiancees.” 

That last line is delivered with 
the resigned inflection and flaw- 
less timing audiences have come 
to expect from Allen, who from the 
moment he appears in “To Rome 
With Love” delivers the nervous 
one-liners and sense of rumpled 
haplessness his fans adore. 

“There’s a few different kinds of 
things I can act credibly,” he says. “I 
can play an intellectual or a low-life.”

Film Review 

If you’ve seen the trailers for “Ted ” 
you’re hip to its high-concept prem- 
ise: A little boy named Johnny Ben- 
nett gets a cuddly teddy bear for 
Christmas and, after making a 
wish, the bear begins to talk; 20 
years later Johnny (Mark Wahl- 
berg) and Ted (voiced by Seth Mac- 
Farlane) live together as roomies, 
arrested adolescents getting high, 
watching “SpongeBob” and gener- 
ally avoiding the bothersome busi- 
ness of growing up. 


Making his live-action directo- 
rial debut, MacFarlane, the genial 
wisenheimer behind “Family Guy,” 
has created a universe based large- 
ly on the same humor of that show, 
making “Ted” a probable hit with 
those viewers. 

There’s no denying the subver- 
sive jolt of witnessing a sweet-look- 
ing stuffed animal sucking down 
bong hits, drinking, swearing a 
blue streak and making lascivious 
moves when he spots an attractive 
woman he wants to date. 

But eventually MacFarlane’s for- 
mula — consisting of filthy, ethni- 
cally offensive jokes, scatological 
humor, tacky pop culture referenc- 
es and random cameos — begins to 
wear thin. (There were two Sept. 
11 one-liners in “Ted,” one zinger 
involving rape, and lazy gay jokes 


too numerous to track.) And, as 
Johnny’s relationship with his girl- 
friend, Lori (Mila Kunis), begins to 
strain, what began as a promising, if 
unhinged, experiment in suspend- 
ing disbelief starts to feel like “You, 
Me and Dupree” for plushies. 

It’s not that there aren’t laughs 
in “Ted,” because there are plenty.

fistfight ever choreographed for 
stage or screen. 

The problem is that MacFarlane’s 
sneering, jokey humor and weary- 
ingly coarse toy character can’t sus- 
tain interest beyond that initial out- 
rageous guffaw. And a third-act plot 
twist just feels like padding. 

But come to think of it, “Ted” 
may be best enjoyed while enjoy- 
ing the same mind-altering sub- 
stances its protagonists ingest in 
such copious doses. Once the novelty 
wears off, though, so does the buzz.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN: VAMPIRE HUNT- 
ER (R, 105 minutes) As much of a mixed 
bag as its portmanteau title suggests, 
this film is both terribly silly and a Lot of 
fun. The premise is one colossal contriv- 
ance. According to the film, Lincoln’s 
motive of vengeance evolves from the 
personal (a vampire has killed his mom) 
to the political when he realizes that the 
institution of slavery was created asa way 
to feed white Southern vampires, result- 
ing in the Civil War. Strangely enough, it 
works. But one aspect of the film doesn’t 
really add up. Aswith mostvampire sto- 
ries, a bite from a vampire wiLL turn the 
victim into another vampire — unless 
theperson bitten ispure of heart. Those 
rare, unblemished souls simply die. Why, 
then, are there no black vampires? Surely 
there is one slave, somewhere, whose 
heart has been hardened by injustice and 
the Lashjust enough to grow fangs, m.o. 
BATTLESHIP (PG-13, 131 minutes) 
Battleship — Hasbro’s venerable game 
of naval strategy in which players use a 
combination of guesswork and Logic to 
deduce the Location of their opponents’ 
ships — isn’t exactly known for its thriLL- 
a-minute narrative complexity. Fear not. 
“Battleship" is an invigorating blast of 
cinematicadrenaLine. Deftly directed by 
Peter Berg, from a script by brothers Eric 


and Jon Hoeber that adds muscle, sinew 
and hearttotheskeLetaLsource material, 
the resuLtingfiLm isan enormously enter- 
taining amusement-park ride. Yes, it’s a 
bit preposterous, notto mention Loud. But 
it’s also brisk and visceraLLy thrilling, with 
a genuine surprise or two — including a 
plot twist that manages to briLLiantly 
incorporate the game’s essential DNA of 
blindly shooting at invisible targets, m.o. 
THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 
(PG-13, 122 minutes) A blandly middling 
crowd-pLeaser, this film follows a group 
of seven English retirees who have 
taken up residence in a seedy Indian 
boarding house. The entertainment is 
directly proportional to the appeal of 
each character. At the delightful end of 
the spectrum is Judi Dench’s Evelyn, a 
recent widow whose LoneLinessand hard- 
won wisdom is rendered in an affectingLy 
nuanced performance. At the other end 
is Maggie Smith’s Muriel, a nakedly rac- 
ist coot rendered in a strident, one-note 
caricature. Some viewers may respond 
to the film’s message that it’s never too 
Late for Love. Others may groan at its reli- 
ance on paleolithic vaudeville humor, m.o. 
BRAVE (PG, 95 MINUTES) Declaring 
early in “Brave" that she wiLL be nobody’s 
queen but her own, Merida, the fLame- 
tressed Scottish princess at the heart 
of this she-ro’s quest, is completely on 
trend among a spate of revisionist fairy 
tales. After dispatching her suitors at an 
archery competition, Merida embarks 
on an adventure that pivots around the 
fractured relationship with her mom. As

refreshing as it is to see family dynamics, 
ratherthan romance, definethefuLcrum 
of the story, the tale that unfolds isn’t the 
most sophisticated of the Pixar canon. 
The conflicts, magic speLLs, chase se- 
quences and reconciliations feel strange- 
ly by-the-book for a studio so well known 
for throwing the book out entirely, a.h.

the zebra, MeLman the giraffe and 
Gloria the hippo may be the best of the 
bunch. To escape from Monaco— where 
our heroes have traveled from Africa 
searching for the airplane they hope

are so weLL-pitched that it’s tempting to 
overpraise the good but not great movie 
that surrounds them. Joss Whedon 
seemsto have tamped down his instincts 
to play up irony and camp. Instead, he 
focuses on simply making the charac- 
ters Legible and the story easy to follow. 
Bidding goodbye to at Least one beloved 
character and saying heLLo to another 
in a tantalizing closing-credits hint, he 
Leavesuswanting more— which, for now 
at Least, is undoubtedly the right play. a.h. 
MEN IN BLACK 3 (PG-13, 106 minutes) 
There are a couple of real pleasures in 
the third installment of the sci-fi adven- 
ture-comedy series about cops policing 
a shadow world of aliens Living among 
us. The most satisfying is the setup: In 
a time-travel scenario. Agent J must go 
back to 1969 to prevent the murder of 
his partner. Agent K. But the best thing 


about the setup is that it affords the 
film an opportunity to make fun of the 
’60s. Until Agent J “timejumps" intothe 
past, however, the movie feels flat-footed 
and Lazy, reprising old jokes and sight 
gags from the two earlier films. Adding 
to the List of misfires is Emma Thomp- 
son as Agent 0, the head of the M.I.B. 
agency. Seemingly intended to add spice, 
the actress is hopelessly wasted, m.o. 
MOONRISE KINGDOM (PG 13, 93 min 
utes) “Moonrise Kingdom" opens with no 
music— just the sound of raindrops fall- 
ing ontheroof of a preternaturaLLy cozy 
house, which the camera gently Leads 
the audience through. As explained by 
a nameless narrator played by Bob BaLa- 
ban, “Moonrise Kingdom" wiLL chronicle 
the adventures of Sam and Suzy, each of 
whom is woefully misunderstood by the 
adults in his or her Life. As he’s done in aLL 
of his films, Anderson confectsa distinc- 
tive mix of arch humor and solemnity in 
“Moonrise Kingdom," in which Sam and 
Suzy confront death, abandonment and 
burgeoning sexuality in very real terms, 
but in which either can also be struck by 


Lightning without suffering anything 
worse than a pair of sooty glasses, a.h. 
PROMETHEUS (R, 119 minutes) The 
biggest surprise about “Prometheus" 
might be just how unoriginal it is, given 
Ridley Scott’s track record as a genre 
game-changer. Visually impressive and 
featuring one or two breakout perfor- 
mances, this anticLimactic exercise too 


often plays as though it has been cobbled 
together from archetypes, imagery and 
tropes from countless other movies. We 
meet the principal players: Charlie Hol- 
loway and Elizabeth Shaw, archeologists 
who are Leading a group of explorers in 
the year 2089 when they happen upon a 
cave of futuristic dreams. When the ac- 
tion picks up a fewyears Later, HoLLoway, 
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“One of the most delightful things about To Rome With Love’ 
is how casually it blends the plausible and the surreal, 
and how unabashedly it revels in pure silliness.”

Shaw and their ragtag team have boarded 
a spacecraft named Prometheus, which, 
underthesponsorship of WeyLand Indus- 
tries, is taking them to an undisclosed 
Location and, presumably, to the origin 
of the human species itself, a.h. 
ROCKOFAGES(PG-13,123 minutes) The 
fact that this affectionately mocking 
homage to acts such as Journey, Guns 
N’ Roses and Pat Benatar comes byway 
of Auto-Tuned singers such as JuLianne 
Hough, Diego Boneta and Tom Cruise 
makes “Rock of Ages" an unusually en- 
ervating experience. Cruise’s Stacee 
Jaxx is a mash-up whose presence at a 
Sunset club called the Bourbon Room is 
guaranteed to bring the bar out of finan- 
cial insolvency. It’s into this maelstrom 
ofcaricaturedmayhemandexcessthata 
wide-eyed singer named Sherrie (Hough) 
arrives one night, fresh off the bus from 
Oklahoma. As much fun as it is to watch 
Cruise wink at his own star persona, 
and as welcome as its wackiest mo- 
ments are, “Rock of Ages" never attains 
Bic-Lighter-worthy transcendence, a.h. 
SAFETY NOT GUARANTEED (R, 85 min 
utes) “Safety Not Guaranteed" takes its 
title and theme from an Internet meme: 
a purported newspaper classified ad 
seeking a partner in time travel. The risk 
of the quirky romcom — which revolves 
around the efforts of a Seattle magazine 
writer and two internsto profiLetheguy 
who placed thead—iscuteness overload. 
Fortunately, the film’s engaging and off- 


beat cast prevents that from happening. 
Although wryly comedic, the film is ulti- 
mately Lessaboutthemechanicsof sci-fi 
timetraveLthan about regret, mistakes 
and Love. “Safety Not Guaranteed" is most 
vibrant at its edges, in the way that the 
characters interact with each other while 
waiting for something to happen, m.o. 
SEEKING A FRIEND FOR THE END OF 
THE WORLD (R,101 minutes) An asteroid 
is hurtling toward Earth, due to arrive in 
just a couple of weeks. When Dodge (Steve 
CareLL) hearsthe news, his wife takes off. 
After a few nights consoling himself, he 
meets a goofy neighbor named Penny 
(Keira KnightLey), with whom he spends 
his final days on a road trip designed to 
make good on their own personal bucket 
Lists. Writer and director LoreneScafaria 
getsthingsoffto a cynical, raucousstart. 
It’s aLL very nihilistic and hard-edged, a 
tone that doesn’t quite jibe with CareLL’s 
sincere, sad-eyed despondency. When 
he joins forces with Penny, the fit isn’t 
much neater, although the two share 
some genuinely sweet moments, a.h. 
SNOW WHITE AND THE HUNTSMAN 
(PG-13, 127 minutes) “Snow White and 
the Huntsman" has everything you 
remember from the classic fairy tale, 
pLusa heckof a Lotyou don’t. Overlong, 
overcrowded, overstimulating and with 
an over-the-top performance by CharL- 
ize Theron as the evil queen Ravenna, 
the movie is a virtual orchard of toxic 
excess, starting with the unnecessar- 


ily sprawling cast of characters. Why 
is this movie even called “Snow White 
and the Huntsman"? As the man sent 
to capture Snow White (Kristen Stew- 
art)and bring her back so that Ravenna 
can chow down on the heroine’s stiLL- 
beating heart, Chris Hemsworth is no 
more important to the story than, say, 
the queen’s creepy brother, Finn. m.o. 
THAT’S MY BOY (R, 114 minutes) Adam 
Sandler plays Donny, a man trying to 
reconcile with his estranged son, Todd 
(Andy Samberg), whom he fathered 
with his middLe-schooL teacher as a 
13-year-oLd. Sandler attempts to mine 
this disturbing eventfor comedy, but he 
also goes after some pretty Low-hanging 
fruit: fat people, the elderly, immigrants, 
washed-up celebrities, horndogs and oth- 
ers. Samberg, whose roLe is essentially 
as straight man, is inoffensive butforget- 
table as a bridegroom who is mortified 
when his boorish old man shows up on the 
eve of his wedding to a wealthy heiress. 
There’s no evidence of the comic chops 
he has displayed on “Saturday Night 
Live." So is the movie itself funny? Only 
sometimes. Sandler has his partisans, 
but the aggressive awfuLness of “That’s 
My Boy" seems calcuLated to test even 
their patience, m.o.

Curry’s exit marked a stark con- 
trast to the lengthy tribute shows 
given to predecessors Meredith Viei- 
ra and Katie Couric. She announced

it during the final five minutes of her 
shift, ending a week of awkward 
television as she continued work- 
ing after word spread that NBC 
was looking to oust her. 

“For all of you who saw me as a 
groundbreaker. I’m sorry I couldn’t 
carry the ball over the finish line 
but, man, I did try,” she said, break- 
ing down. 


Curry joined the show as a news 
anchor in 1997. Passed over for the 
co-host job when Vieira replaced 
Couric, she was given the chance 
when Vieira left last June. But her 
pairing with co-host Matt Lauer 
never seemed to click. 

NBC’s Savannah Guthrie, who 
co-hosts the show’s 9 a.m. segment, 
is expected to replace Curry. 

Curry will remain at NBC News, 
saying she’s been given a “fancy new 
title” to lead a reporting team. NBC 
said she will be anchor-at-large and 
national and international corre- 
spondent. Her work will occasion- 
ally resurface on “Today,” such as 
in London for the Olympics. 

Lauer sat next to Curry, A1 Roker 
and Natalie Morales on the couch as 
Curry choked back tears and apolo- 
gized for being a “sob sister.” 

“It’s not goodbye, not by a long 
shot,” a grim-faced Lauer said. 

“To all of you watching, thank 
you from the bottom of my heart 
for letting me touch yours,” Curry
